DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment after Non Final Action, filed on April 28, 2009 has been 
entered. Claim 32 has been amended. No claim has been cancelled. Claims 40-48 
have been added. Claims 32-38 and 40-48 are still pending in this application, with only 
claim 32 being independent. 

2. Applicant's supplemental amendment filed on July 17, 2009 has been entered. 
Claims 32 and 40-46 have been amended. No claim has been cancelled, or added. 
Claims 32-38 and 40-48 are still pending in this application, with only claim 32 being 
independent. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 32-38 and 40-48 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant teaches an optical irradiation device having a plurality of light emitting 

diodes disposed at an end of and thermally connected to a heat pipe, by means of a 
unitary thermal connector. The heat pipe conducts heat away from the light emitting 
diodes, and it includes an outer element and an inner element having an inner wall 
configured to accommodate at least a portion of the power supply of the light emitting 
diodes.

Byrd (U.S. Pat. 3,548,930), Paine (U.S. Pat. 3,603,382), Kirkpatrick (U.S. Pat. 
3,677,329), Noren (U.S. Pat. 3,714,981), Bilinski etal. (U.S. Pat. 3,811,493), 
Jacobson et al. (U.S. Pat. 3,952,798) and Wolk (U.S. Pat. 4,671,349) disclose radial 
heat pipe devices having and outer element and an inner element, such inner element 
defining a cavity configured for receiving heat generating elements; however, no prior 
art was found teaching, or even suggesting, a heat pipe having an inner wall configured 
to accommodate at least a portion of a power supply of a plurality of light emitting 
diodes thermally connected to such light pipe.
